A sh o rt tim e later he w rote her a 
letter w hich contained statem ents which 
no father w ould w rite to a daughter not 
yet out of h er teens. It contained charges 
th a t she was going to her ruin, and th at 
sh e would follow in the footsteps of a 
woman whose story he told. T his wom an 
bad left hom e w ith a young m an, and 
had been finally placed 
in a bouse 
of 
ill-fam e 
by 
h er lover. 
Shortly 
after 
th is 
letter, 
C aptain 
G arrett 
sent 
M iss 
M aila 
her 
tru n k , 
and 
com plained of th e condition in w hich he 
found her things, stating th at it was indi­ 
cative th at th e was on tbo dow nw ard 
road. 
A t th is tim e Miss M aila had a b ­ 
solutely no clothes, and Mrs. W atson had 
to obtain a supply for her from several 
sources. 
T hen M rs. W atson applied to 
th e C ourt for th e guardianship of the girl 
and obtained it. 
Shortly after th is there 
was considerable talk of th e appointm ent 
of Capt. G arrett as C hief of Police, and 
he was praised as a highly me ral m an 
and fully capable of occupying the posi­ 
tion. 
M iss M aila, however, was taken 
to M ayor W orkm an, w ho w as also a 
Director in th e G irls’ H em e, and she 
told 
the 
story 
of 
her 
treatm en t 
by her father. 
People about th at tim e 
wondered why the nam e of G arrett was 
dropj>ed so suddenly as a possible candi­ 
date tor th e poeition of Chief of Police. 
He h ad his position to keep in the office 
of the S uperintendent of Streets, and, be­ 
coming aw are of th e fact th at com m ents 
were likely to ba m ade regarding h is 
conduct to h is daughter, he vieited her 
frequently, and notw ithstanding the tact 
th at she was afraid of him , Miss M aiia 
finally returned to his house. 
The con­ 
duct of G arrett w ith relation to wom en 
after th is tim e was not such as to in­ 
still into 
a 
girl’s m ind strict ideas 
of virtue, if w hat is said is true, for 
not only did G arrett behave in an outra­ 
geous m anner tow ard two girls who were 
in the bouse, having been left orphans, 
but be introduced Into the bouse a girl 
nam ed N ettie, from Yen tura. 
B oth of 
hia daughters, M aila an d h er younger 
sister, knew th at th eir father was living 
with this girl as if she were his wife, 
and M iss M aila epoke of the fact several 
tim es to o th er parties, and said th at she 
did not like it, b ut she was afraid of her 
father. 
T h is was kept up for som e tim e, 
and th en C aptain G arrett put the girl on 
the train an d sent h er hom e. 
Not long afterw ard C aptaiu G arrett 
brought 
another girl 
to th e house, 
and sh e 
staid 
there 
som e 
tim e. 
Miss M aila and her younger tister both 
said tn a t sh e was th eie in the sam e 
position as Nettie was. 
The girl soon 
afterw ard said she did not like C aptain 
G arrett, and left. 
In th e m eantim e, 
Kdgecomb had become acquainted w ith 
M ibs M aila. 
H e becam e aw are of th e 
state of affairs in th e G arrett houBe, and 
he used b is knowledge to lead M iss 
Maila astray under a prom ise of m ar­ 
riage. 
C aptain G arrett, it appears from 
statem ents m ade, did all in h is power to 
throw M iss M aila on the bands of Kdge­ 
com b, for on one occasion h e told Miss 
Maila, in th e presence of another party , 
th at if 
Edgecom b cam e to th e house 
he 
d id n ’t 
w ant 
her 
to 
bring 
him 
in. 
She 
could 
tak e 
him 
to 
the corner or to som e house, or to any 
place, he d id n 't care w here, only she 
m ust not bring him into the house. T h is 
apparently was ju B t w hat 
Edgecom b 
w anted, for he took Miss M aila to sev ­ 
eral places, and after some tim e had 
pasted he even tried to com prom ise her 
w ith 
other 
m en, 
but sh e 
believed 
in 
h is 
intention 
to 
m arry 
her 
ap to th e last m inute. 
M iss M aila told 
all h er friends th a t ehe w as to be m ar­ 
ried to Edgecom b, and even exhibited 
to some ot her friends a dress he had 
given her, and said th at ire had given 
her m oney. 
She denied, up to w ithin a 
short tim e of the expose, th a t there was 
anything out of th e way between Fgde- 
comb and herself, and she only a d ­ 
m itted it after her condition becam e such 
as to be noticable. 
Inquiries were m ade in a round about 
way of Edgecom b as to h is intentions 
with regard to th e girl, and it w ts fouud 
then th at h e had n ever intended to m arrv 
her, although Bhe had received letters 
from his m other show ing th a t he had 
w ritten 
as 
if 
he 
did 
intend 
to 
m arry 
h er 
T he fact th a t he 
did 
not 
in ten d 
to 
m arry 
her 
wae 
com m unicated to her, but she did not 
believe it. 
On one occasion a friend 
visited h er and asked h er to go out 
walking. 
She asked her lath er if she 
m ight n ot go, and he replied th at he did 
not care if she w ent aw ay and never 
cam e back. 
She m ight go to any place 
so far as he cared, and if sh e w anted to 
she could come back. 
If sh e went when 
he was not there she was to leave the 
key to th e front door under th e door 
m at, and when she got tired and wanted 
to retu rn , she would find it there. 
Then 
he told her th at if she w ent out she 
would n ot find her sister th ere when she 
cam e 
back, for he would send her 
to th e 
Sister’s school. 
It 
appears 
that she was subjected to other treatment 
which m ade her afraid of her father, for 
ehe stated to other parties that she was 
afraid of him , and she did not like to 
live there on account of hie conduct with 


other w ou:en. 
The latest attem pt of 
C aptain G irrett to secure a nother woman 
is know n to C hief B urns, in whoee hands 
s a le 'te r w ritten by G arrett to a girl, 
giving h er directions as to what to do. 
By som e m eans the letter fell into the 
hands of a dry goods m erch an t of thiw 
city, w ho placed it in th e hands of the 
party who turned it over to Chief Burns, 
with th e request th at he put a stop to such 
proceedings. 
T he girl w ho wa« to be 
his nerxt victim was m st, not by Captain 
G arrett, b ut by one who obtoined a sitn- 
ation for her, an d she is now at work 
earning an ho n est living. This happened 
only a few weeks ago. 
After Edgecom b'» arrest, Captain Gar­ 
rett was beard to say to M iss M aila that 
he d id n ’t know w hat w ould become of 
her now . 
H e told h er th a t in her condi­ 
tion sh e codidn’t be % k ep t woman, and 
as she w ouldn’t live th e life of a w om an ’ 
of the tow n, he d idn’ ik n o w what would 
becom e of her. 
W hen asked if h e was 
going to desert her in h er trouble, he 
said th a t he d id n ’t caro w hat becam e of 
h er, au d h e w ouldn’t pay for her cmp- 
pcrt. 
E dgecom b’s exam ination will lo m e n p 
on the 24th instftnt before Justice Loek- 
wocd, an d , it is said, th a t an attem pt 
will be m ade 
. 0 introduce testim ony 
tending to show th e tru th of th e stafo ­ 
m ents above, an d . it is ciso said, that 
Edgecom b will attem p t to show that Mis» 
M aila was not p u re w hen he first m et 
her. 
T hose who knew h e r prior to the- 
tim e h e r fath er gave h er to M rs. W atson 
and u p to the tim e ehe w ent back to her 
father, do not believe th a t she had gene 
astray before th at. 
She atten d ed th e M. E . C h arch , and 
she was m uch interested in the social af­ 
fairs of th e church.

The Council Holds a Special 
Session. 


J . M. GLASS’ BOND APCKOTEl). 


Major Bonsall Offers His Resolution, 
Asking the Oammissioaers 
to Resign. 


T hk disorganize state of tlie Police 
Department was again tbe main topic for 
discussion on the streets yesterday, and 
there was no change in the Bentimentsof 
the people generally. Some of the beeti 
Republicans in the city openly con 
Usmned the proceedings of the Triplet, 
but this did not deter the Council from 
ahowiDg that, as suspected, it stood in 
with the majority of the Commission. 
There were some few who remembered 
that, not so very long ago, when another 
Triplet ruled tbe destinies of the Police 
the Counoil expressed itself as bound to 
have harmony, even if it had to depose 
the Commissioners. Commissioner Fur- 
rey was deposed, ostensibly on this 
ground, and yesterday it was asked why 
the Council did not continue in its 
course. The general opinion was that 
the Council, having secured the co-opera­ 
tion of a Triplet, had lost its desire 
for harmony. Some few Councilman ex­ 
pressed themselves of the opinion that 
the action of the Triplet was commended 
by a majority of the citizens, but in this 
they were mistaken. The Chief-elect, 
Glass, was spoken of on all sides as a 
good man, but that was not considered 
an excuse for the action of the Triplet in 
discharging another good man without 
reason. One Republican county official 
■aid that he might approve tbe action of 
the Triplet if he knew they had a good 
reason for their action, but, as he didn’t 
know it, he decidedly condemned their 
course. An indication of the good will 
of the Council toward the Triplet was 
found in the fact that a special meeting 
was called for the purpose of considering 
a communication from the Triplet and 
the approval of Chief-elect Glass’ bond. 
This action was considered rather queer, 
for when it was decided that the bonds 
of such important officials as the Tax 
Collector and Treasurer were not good, 
no special meeting was called to approve 
the new bonds offered. They were al­ 
lowed to take their course at the regular 
meeting of the Council. 
In response to the call, President 
Frankenfield called the Council to order, 
the important work of the Board cf 
Equalization being suspended for a time, 
and the following answered to the roll- 
call: Councilmen Brown, Summerland, 
McLain, Shafer and Van Posen. Major 
Bonsall arrived a few seconds later. 
City Clerk Teed read the call for the 
meeting and the following communica­ 
tion from Commissioner K nox: 
At a regular meetiDg of the Board of Police 
Commisnioners of the Cfty of Loa AEgelea, held 
a t the Mayor's office in said city, on W ednes­ 
day, July 17th, 1889, J. Frank Burmi was re­ 
moved from the office of Chief of Police of said 
city of Loa Angeles, by the following vote 
Dexter, Knox and Lindiey voting 'o r his re­ 
moval, H. T. Hazard absent. At Bald regular 
m eeting, held an above, J. M. Glass was ap­ 
pointed to fill the vacancy exiatlng In the office 
of Chief of Police of »ald city of Loa Angeles, 
by the following vote: Dexter, Knox and LlDd- 
ley voting for tald appointm ent, H . T. Hazard 
absent. 
At said regular m eeting, the Mayor's Clerk 
having refnsed to rem ain with the Board of 
Police Commissioners, then in regular session, 
until it should adjourn or take a recess, and hav­ 
ing left the place w herein said session wss then 
being held, upon m otion dulv m ade and sec 
onded, Geo. C. Knox, one of the Police Com­ 
missioners. was elected to serve said Board as 
Clerk pre Asm, of said Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners, during the rem ainder of said regular 
session. Respectfully subm itted, 
G so. C. Knox. 
Police Com m issioner and Clerk pro tern 
“ What will you do with the report?’ 
■aid President Frankenfield. 
“ I move that it be received and filed,” 
■aid both Messrs. McL*in and Shafer. 
“ So ordered,” said President Franken- 
field. 
Clerk Teed then read the bond of J. M 
Glass, with Messrs. J. Bryscn, G. H. 
Bonebrake, W. T. Meyers, A. W . Fran­ 
cisco and T. J. Stuait as E ureties in the 
sum of $5,000 each. 
Attention was called to erasures and 
interlineations in the bond, but Assistant 
City Attorney Dunn didn’t think that 
any queetion could be raised about the 
bond through them. 
Major Bonsall then said: “ I don’t 
wish to say anything about Mr. Glaes or 
the Commissioners, but tbe action of the 
Council has been to receive and file the 
report of the Commissioners. 
This 
don’t mean anything. What I want to 
know is, what the Council will do. Do 
the Councilmen approve tbeaction of the 
C o m m issio n ersW e are likely to have 
this police muddle kept before us con 
tinually, and I am of the opinion that 
it should be stooped. The 
resolu­ 
tions I introduced 
some time ago 
to the effect that the Police Commission­ 
ers be requested to resign are pertinent 
today. The course of the Police Com­ 
mission is destructive to the police force. 
The only way out of the muddle is to ask 
the Commissioners to resign. 
It is the 
only solution of the police question. 
I Applause by all tbe lobby except one. J 
The only way is to ask these gentlemen 
to resign. 
Major Bonsall then read the resolutions 
offered on the former occasion, and of­ 
fered them for adoption again. 
President Frankenfield said that Major 
Bonsall was not talking to the question. 
The meeting had been called for a spe­ 
cial purpose, and the resolutions could 
be offered at some other meeting. 
Major Bonsall insisted on having some 
expression of opinion on the matter. The 
approval of the bond and the action of 
the Police Commission seemed to him to 
be fraught with legal queations, and the 
Council was elected to act in the inter­ 
ests of the people. 
President Frankenfield ordered the 
roll called. 
The vote on the approval of the bond 
was as follow s: 
Aye—Brown, McLain, Snmmerland, 
Shafer, Van Dusen and Frankenfield. 
Nc—Bonsall. 
Major BoD sall a sk e d if a bon d could 
be approved a t a sp ecial m eetin g , an d 
was informed by Mr. Dunn th a t it could 
if the meeting was called for th a t pur­ 
pose. 
The meeting then adjourned. 
During the afternoon the bond was 
sent to the Mayor for his approval, and 
to a H k r a l d reporter Mayor Hazard 
Mid that he couldn't tell whether lie 
would approve tbe bond until he had 
seen it. 
H e said that the matter cf the 
approval of the bond must have been of 
very great consequence to cause the 
calling of a special meeting of the Coun­ 
cil, and as it was of so great importance 
he was take the proper amount of time 
to consider the bond. 
He could not be 
expected to act hurriedly on a matter of 
b o great importance. 
The Triplet met at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon at tbe City Hall. Owing to the 
fact that the Board of Pablic Works was 


in session at the time, it was found im ­ 
practicable to use the room over the 
vault in the City Auditor’s office for the 
purpose anticipated, and the Council 
Chamber being occupied by the Board of 
Equalization, precluded the idea of hold­ 
ing a meeting there. Messrs. Dexter, 
Knox and Lindiey took up their stand at 
the head of the stairs leading to the plat­ 
form over the city vault, and Temporary 
Chairman Dexter called the meeting to 
order. On motion of Mr. Knox, seconded 
by Mr. Lindiey, Officer Fay, who was 
suspended for arresting Superintendent 
J. C. Robinson, of the Cable Company, 
for faBt driving a few days ago, was rein­ 
stated upon the force ; and a recess was 
then taken until 2 p. m. Monday, when 
the three” will meet again at the same 
place.

PUBLIC WORKS. 
T h e K e g n la r W e e k ly T r ip T a k e n 
b y th e H o a r d . 
The Board of Public Works made its 
regular tour of inspection Thursday, coh­ 
ering a wide territory. Mott alley was 
the first place visited, a petition haviDg 
been presented to the Council to have 
that thoroughfare opened between Second 
and Third streets. The board, realizing 
the great convenience afforded to busi­ 
ness houses by euch an alley, will take 
steps to have it opened as petitioned for. 
The party was then driven to the in­ 
tersection of Rock and Sand streets, 
where the extension of Rock streei to the 
cemetery was considered. 
The Odd 
Fellows petitioned to have thiB done, 
but, as it would be necessary to take city 
property for a highway that wonld bene­ 
fit no one hut the order, the board did 
not consider the propoeition favorably. 
Just back of the Second Street Park 
at the intersection cf State and Patton 
streets, is a valuable deposit of brea 
which parties have been carrying off for 
fuel, and consequently damaging the 
property. The board looked over the 
ground and decided to stop the removing 
of the land. The Street Superintendent 
has placed a board on the property bear­ 
ing the inscription: “Take no more 
street for fuel.” Mrs. M. J. Powers 
lady owning a lot fronting on Patton 
street, called the attention of tbe party 
to the fact that oil oozed from the ground 
at a number of places on her property, 
and also on tbe adjoining lot owned by 
Mr. C. A. Rogers. There is no doubt 
that there is considerable petroleum in 
this neighborhood. The ground for quite 
a distance from the holes through wnich 
the oil flowed, wa9 very soft aud spongy, 
and must contain oil in considerable 
quantities. Mrs. Powers also Btated that 
at times, upon applying a match to one 
of the oil holeB, a flame of gas wonld 
leap three feet into the air therefrom. 
Westlake Park was next visited. Great 
improvements are being made here; Al­ 
varado street has been ordered graded 
and widened to 100 feet, and a wide drive 
has been laid out around the lake. Beds 
for flowers havo been laid out, and are 
now beiDg prepared for seeding aud 
planting. 
The lake is also receiving at­ 
tention ; workmen are now busy con­ 
structing abutments fcr the protection of 
the bank6; a 9-inch inlet has been put 
in, and a 30-inch outlet constructed. 
Water has also been piped for drinking 
purposes, and fountains will be placed 
at convenient poiDts. 
It is as yet unde­ 
cided what to do with the water running 
off from the lake. 
Mr. Wirsching sug­ 
gested that the 9 inch supply be kept on 
so as to keep the water in the lake fie-*h, 
and run the foul water by means of the 
outlet through the La Dow district for 
irrigating. 
By this method the city 
conld derive an income from the sale of 
the water after using it in the lake. 
The party then drove to Mrs. Gray’s 
place, on Second street. 
Mrs. Gray 
claimed that she had been damaged by 
the grading of Second street, and peti­ 
tioned the board to raise her house to the 
street level. The property is now on a 
level with the street, and the board did 
not think Mrs. Gray had sustained dam­ 
ages. 
Dr. Ellis having offered to deed a cor­ 
ner of his properly, in order to improve 
•ilver street, the board visited that 
Btreet, and, after inspection, decided to 
accept Dr. Ellia’ offer. 
The matter of grading Estrella avenue 
between Washington street and Ellis 
avenue was looked into, with the result 
that the board will ord®r the work done. 
Residents of Manhattan avenue peti­ 
tioned to have the sidewalk on the 
north side of the street, between Figue­ 
roa street and Grand avenue, completed. 
There is not much to be done here, ce­ 
ment walks having been laid nearly the 
entire length of the block, and tbe peti­ 
tion will be granted. 
Hope street, between Washington and 
Pico etreets, which property-owners wish 
iraded, was looked at, and" a grade will 
’ ordered for the block north of W ash­ 
ington street, tbe rest of the thorough­ 
fare being in good condition.

Messrs. W. D. English, A. C. Paulsell, 
C. O. Alexander, of the State Board of 
Harbor Commissioners, and Governor 
W aterman, accompanied by Mr. J. Kerr, 
one of the Commissioners of the South­ 
ern California Insane Asylum, and W. 
8. Moore, visited 8an Pedro yesterday, 
and inspected the creosoting works of the 
Pacific Improvement Company. 
The party, upon arriviog at Han Pedro, 
imm ediately proceeded to the works, 
and were received by Mr. Flanders, 
Division Foreman of the Bridge Building 
Department of the Southern Pacific Com 
pany, aud Mr. Niles Searle, Jr., Super­ 
intendent of the creosote works. Very 
unfortunately a portion of the plant was 
undergoing repairs, and the apparatus 
could not be run. 
Mr. Searle, however, 
explained the working of tlie system so 
thoroughly as to make all present under­ 
stand it. 
Tlie piles which are to be 
treated with creosote are placed on trucks 
and run on tracks into an iraumnse iron 
retort. This retort is seventy feet long, 
and will contain thirteen piles of an 
average diameter of twelve inches, and 
seventy feet in length. 
After the piles 
have been placed in the retort, the doors 
at either end are closed and bolted so 
tightly as to exclude air. Steam is then 
introduced hy means of punctured pipes 
running tbe entire length of tlie retort. 
The Bteam thus run in is called live or 
contact steam, aod its purpose is to re­ 
move all .-and and grit, and to vaporice 
any remaining moisture in the wood 
While this live steam is passing over and 
around tbe piles, steacu is introduced 
into the retort fly means of another set of 
pipes, which are termed coils or mani­ 
folds. Thete manifolds lie on the bot 
tom of the retort and are made continu­ 
ous, running tbe full length of the retort, 
and are joined at the ends by return 
bends. The steam , before being intro­ 
duced into these pipes, íb superheated to 
500 or G00 deg ees Fahrenheit, and its 
purpose is to maintain a high tempera 
ture of 212 degrees in the retort. Afier 
subjecting the piles to this steaming and 
high temperature for a sufficient time to 
vaporize any sap or water that may ooze 
from the timber, vacuum pumps are set 
to work, and by means of them the 
steam in tho retort is forced through a 
condenser, from which it blows off. The 
creosote oil is then introduced into the 
retort l y means of suction until the re­ 
tort is entirely filled. This oil is kept at 
a temperature of 212 degrees, and is sub­ 
jected to a pressure of 180 pounds by 
means of a force pump. 
This high 
pressure is maintained for several hours, 
and forces the oil into the wood, which 
takes up from ten to fifteen pounds to 
the cubic foot. This procees is quite an 
old one, having been patented in England 
in 1836. Slight modifications have been 
made in the method since that time, but 
all creosoting system s known have their 
foundation in this one, which is known 
as the Bethel process. 
Mr. Searles had several piles which 
had been treated, sawed in two, in order 
to show the effective of the system . The 
pieces exhibited were filled with the 
creosote to a depth of three inches around 
tbe edge, and in some instances the oil 
had penetrated to the heart of the pile. 
CreosotiDg has been found the only 
method to preserve the piles from the 
teredo and thelim iuoria worms, which, 
if the wood is Dot so treated will destroy 
it in from eighteen months to two years, 
while it is claimed that piles treated by 
creosote will last for a period of at least 
fifteen years. 
The Commissioners have had in con 
templation the building of works at San 
Francisco similar to those at San Pedro, 
and looking to that end Mr. Manson, their 
engineer, has been compiling data on 
the subject of creosoting, and the board 
visited San Pedro for the express pur­ 
pose of informing itself and to gain 
practical knowledge of the system . 
Af er the inspection the party was 
driven to the Hotel Clarence, and there 
partook of a lunch, after which tlie mem­ 
bers of the party were driven in a coach 
and four to the lighthouse, and from 
there back to the depot.
